“GHE CHINA MATL. 


HONGKONG, THURSDAY, NAY 4, 1876, 


Iv appears from the American papers 
received by the last mail that. the 
Supreme Court of the United States has 
declared the legislation of the Californian 
“Assembly in regard to Chineso immigra- 
tion to be unodnetitutional’ and void, 
This decision, as might be' expected, is 
not at all satiafactory to the Californiane, 
and'a Committes has.been appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors at San Fran- 
cisco to: devise some other. plan for 
checking the obnoxious immigration, 
It is proposed that this Committeo shall 
call & mass«meoting to obtain an ex- 
pression of popular opinion on the 
subject, and that, armed with this, some 
of the members of the Committee shall 
proceed to Washington to represent their 
grievances to Congress, an appropriation 
being made by the State Legislature to 
defray the expenses of the journey. 

The San Francisco papers say the 
Chinese are flocking to the State in un- 
precedented numbers; and some in- 
teresting statistios are given of the A 
n 
1873, it appeara, the number of Chinese 
emigrants into the State was 17,978, 
against 6,881 departures; in 1874 the 
number was: 17,002, against 7,613 de- 
partures, and Inst year the number was 
18,366, against 6,594 departures. . Prior 
to. 1873. the emigrants from this part of 
the world did not average 10,000 per 
annum, though in 1869 the number was 
exceptionally large, being 15,000. . The 
arrivals this year, it is stated, will pro- 
bably reach 20,000.° Up to March 2,500 
had arrived, against less than 400 de- 
pactures ; 10 less than 3,000 were ex- 
pected last month, and during May. the 
number is put down at 4,500. During 
the remainder of the year it #s antici- 
pated the immigration will average from 
1,000 to 1,600 per month, Whether 
these statistics are reliable or not we can 
searoely venture to say, but if they are 
they certainly show the necessity of some 
check being placed for a, while on Chi- 
nese immigration into the State, 

The tone of the Californian Press is 
evidently becoming more hostile than 
ever towards the Chinamen, They are 
objected to on ethnical, industrial, poli- 
tical and religious grounds, as ‘an evil 
that entirely overshadows the people, 
endangers the’ ptiblic peace, impairs the 
security of life and property and general- 
ly threatens the prosperity, happiness and 
even existence of the other inhabitants 
of the State.” The Americans sppear 
to have given up all hopes of oom- 
peting with “Joho” in the labour 
market, 
from their vocations and crowded from 
their firesides by the Chitiaman,” and 
all kinds of hard things are sald about 
his “herding together with Jarge num: 
bers of ‘his countrymen, living on tice, 
and sleeping in bunks,” Even his 
unimpressiblenesa is. made a cated of 
complaint,.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS FOR 
—PATERA ISLAND, 

We give below-a- summarised translation 

_ of the regulations proposed for the conduct 

of the Examination Office to be established 

at Patora Island, in connection with the 

Customs Station at Ma-low-chow. These re- 

gulations, though approved of by the Vios- 

roy, Governor and Haikwan’ of Canton,

“Tokio, He isa native of this province, and 
a highly intelligent man. 6 not this’ 
fact bear out what we have always said of 
Li’s perfect acquiescence in the benefits 
derivable from foreign appliances, when,they 
oan be availed of apart from foreign influ- 
ence? . Japan is doing great good to China, 
and here is an illustration of it. 

‘The Chinese have a singular theory by 
which they explain the recent active mea- 
sures taken by the authorities in a certain 
foreign enterprise that need not be more 
precisely designated. One night, say they, 
it eo fell out.that the little Kmperor had‘a 
-very troubled sleep; and in his sleep he 
dreamt that he saw a great cron centipede 
crawl up his Imperial understandings—and 
bitehim! He woke-from his nightmare in 
a terrible fright, and, we suppose, told his 
amah; end this was repeated to the wise 
men, magicians, astrologers, and soothsayers 
of the Capital, who held a. solemn conclave 
to discover the meaning and interpretation 
thereof. At last the seoret was disclosed ; 
tho mysterious reptile was symbolical of the 
train of ‘swift chariots that run to and fro, 
and turn not as hex? go,” which had lately 
found its way to—Woosung. The astrolo~ 
gers were triumphant ; down came a despatch 
trom the Yamén to the Viceroy, and we 
know the rest. But the commonly accepted 
reason among Chinese, of this step on the 
part of foreigners, is the best of Our 
real object, we are informed, isto be able to 
run quickly away from Shanghai next 
massacre, and retire safely and with all speed 
into the fastnesses of Poashan. . The thing is 
clear enough: at least, so saya the tea-shop 
gossip of the place, : 

Many and various are the objects upon 
which, persons afflicted with the mania of 
collecting have spent their. money aad their 
time. Old postage-stamps, copper-cash,- 
cracked china, hideous and misshapen little 
monsters of all softs—these are among the 
more reasonable. articles dear to the riders of 
this most singular hobby. The latest varia- 
tion of the taste however is the most .pecu- 
liar, There is ap ica 8 growing weakness 
in Shanghai for those most unsavoury. of all 
things, old cigar-stumps; then which a more 
singular phenomenon, at first sight, we have 
seldom met with. And yet the object of the 
collectors is a good’ one. Ten theusond 
orphans are at this moment being housed, 
clothed, fed, and cared-for generally from 
the proceeds of these pieces of refuse, which 


many,. where they are.ground down, made 
into snuff, and wold for supporting the 
excellent charity just named. Will not 
some philanthropic gentleman, already 
engaged in saving up his old cigar-stumps, 
further encourage the spread of the habit by 
opening a receptacle tor all that may be 
sent him from other quarters, and inviting 
all participants in the blessings of tobacco to 
contribute their cigar-stumps too? There is 
nothing ‘like system in a matter of this 
wort! ”
